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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, taken alone or in combination, does not suggest a rail seat having a 
combination of features as defined in instant independent claim 16, comprising "each 
projection including a raised thickened portion abutting a respective lateral surface of 
the support shoulder", and "each support shoulder has a projection extending from each 
said lateral surface thereof for abutting an outward surface of the raised thickened 
portion of the rail pad". It is noted that in Besenschek, the thickened areas of 
projections 40 do not abut the lateral surfaces of the support shoulders, and even if 
Bensenschek were to be modified to include projections (ribs) on the edge portions of 
the support shoulder, as taught by Pilsesi, such projections (ribs) in an assembled 
position would not be capable of abutting an outward surface of the raised thickened 
portion of the rail pad, as required in instant claim 16. Accordingly, independent claim 
16, along with claims 17-20 depending therefrom, are considered to be defined over the 
prior art of record. As to claim 21 , it is noted that this claim is directed to the rail pad; 
however, in the body of this claim, the rail pad is being defined in positive structural 
correlations with the elements of the rail seat of claim 16; therefore, claim 21 is also 
allowable for the same reason as set forth above.
